througrA e same process with like numberx, and 
the mean duration of the lailer differed widely 
from the former, il would be to no purpose to fol- 
low out experiments: but this is not the fact, am 
in nothing isthe uniformity ofthe general law* o 
nature more powerfully exemplified, than in regu 
latino the period of human existence.
